And thus we have done with that Particular , That Pardon if

it gets to you, Which argues it. to be. wonderſul ſtrong mercy, 
and therefore makes him bleſſed- that partakes of ir, When 
God made the World, it was done with a word ſpeaking, God 
ſaid, Let there be light, and there was leght ; But when God 
comesto pardon a finner, Heaven and Earch muſt be moyed ; 
there muſt be a greater work of God in pardoning of a ſinner, 
than in making of the world ; certainly the work. is greater, and 
paſſes through more difficulties. As, 

Firſt, All the wrongs that ever thou baſt done to God ſtand 
betwixt thee and pardon;never did any man inthe world wr 
another man as thou haſt wronged God : How fin wrongs God 
has in part been held forth to you, in the evil of fin, and how 
contrary fin is to the infinite holineſs of God, yet mercy breaks 
through that, yea, above all,thar great and difficult work of the 
ſatisfying the infinite juſtice of God, yer mercy breaks through 
that, and there ſtands in that. 

I. This difficulry,that before thou canſt be pardoned,God muſt 
be made Min, and yet muſt remain the ſame God be was before ;
